fore sentence and said, “I feel that I 
have been convicted of violating an un- 
just statute.

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FIRST AID. 


HERE are people who think first 
! aid work dogs more harm than 
| good. In their opinion, the peo- 

ple who have had a smattering of 
first aid always overdo. If it is @ 
| Weund, they sop on too mueh full 
| strength tincture of iodine and cause 
‘fodine burn; if it is a dréssing, they 
put on too much and exclude the air too 
freely; if it is a ease of fainting they 
lift the head or fuss around the patient 
too much. If it is a case of hemorrhage 
from a wound, or a snake bite, they put 
on @ tourniquet and leave it on too 
| long. If it is a case of artificial respi- 
| Tation, they compress the chest 25 times 
a minute, or use a pump. If it is a 
case of poisoning, they de something or 
give something, even though they do not 
know that what they do or give is 
right.

To correct this tendency, many large 
concerns have first aid teams. The mem- 
bers of these teams are given not one 
but several courses of instruction. The 
tendency of a well informed person to 
restrain himself and not do too much is 
not so great. Not infrequently iarge 
concerns * have a number of first aid 
teams, one or more for each department. 
They encourage contests between these 
teams by giving prizes and contributing 
toward the expense of public first aid 
competitive demonstrations held in the 
presence of fellow employés. 

A large railroad system will have one 
or mgre first aid teams in each of its 
shops and large yards, and, periodically, 
there will be competitions between these 
teams. These competitions the railroads 
promote. They encourage attendance for 
the spirit it engenders and for the sake 
of the information spread and the ac- 
curacy of method exemplified. 

In industrial sections teams picked by 
competition from one concern pit their 
skill and training against similar teams 
from other concerns.

Mexico City, July 21.—A reform in 
article 27 of the constitution of 1917, 
made by experts, has met with the 
approval of President Calles and will 
be presented as a bill to the forthcom- 
ing congress. The bill affords encour- 
agement and protection for the oil 
men, both producers and refiners, and 
it settles once and for all the question 
of nonretroactivity in the cases of 
rights and concessions granted pre 
vious to the signing of the Queretaro 
constitution in 1917 and the subsequent 
regulation of the same. 


Under Federal Control. 


The bill frankly professes to give 
encouragement to the exploitation of 
oll as one of the greatest resources of 
the nation. The article asserts: 

“ Everything relating to the petro- 
leum industry belongs exclusively to 
the federal government.” 

This will remove half the stumbling 

-blocks in the way of the petroleum 
men, as it will prevent the states from 
interfering, as has been done in Vera 
Cruz and other states, to the detriment 
and disorganization of the petroleum 
industry. ; 

Settles Pipe Line | Question. 

The bill settles another much argued 
question by starting: “No construc- 
tion of petroleum pipe lines for the 
loading of oil at sea will be permitted.” 

‘It has been asserted by oil men lately 
that several of the strongest companies 
intended to\leave Mexico, withdrawing 
millions of dollars. It is believed that 
the proposed bill will tend to prevent 
the prospective withdrawal of capital.

In arriving at the gross income the 
department deducts cost of feed, seed, 
and waste from the value of produc- 
tion. According to the department's 
experts, the increase over Inst year, 
amounting to about 7% per cent, was 
due almost entirely to higher returns 
from grain and meat animals, particu- 
larly t and hogs. 

usive of live stock and feed gold 
to other farmers the gross income from 
sales was $9,777,000,000, as compared to 
$8,928,000,000 in 1924.

TURF REMINISCENCE. 
HE WAKE is indebted to Joseph 
A. Murphy, presiding judge at 
Hawthorne, for the appended 
turf reminiscence: 

Probably no one except Frank Bru- 
nell, founder of Daily Racing Form, 
and myself knows how near there 
came to never being any daily racing 
form publication. 


Some titled English gentleman, with 
more money than brains, shipped an 
English colt over for the world’s fair 
$50,000 Derby at Washington park in 
1893. The colt was in charge of an hon- 
8 ema English trainer and jockey, 


The late R. W. Patterson, then man- 
ager of THE TRIBUNE, was a member of 
the Washington Park club and a great 
lover of racing. He instructed me, as 
sporting editor, to keep up closely with 
the colt’s training. The first crack out 


on @ spot of considerable importance to 
a jockey. However, all a boil needs is 
sympathy, and with a little time the 
training was soon on again. 

Morning. after morning I lost my 
beauty sleep watching that beast charge 
around the oval in buggy horse time. 
Finally the day of the colt’s final trial 
for the race came. He worked a mile 
and one-half in 2:48%. Evidently noting 
my look of disappointment, Sweeper, the 
trainer, said, “ We don’t work ’orses fast 
in H’england, you know, old chap.” 

Mr. Brunell and I “ covered ” the race 
for Tas TRIBUME. We agreed that he 
would go to the head of the stretch and 
write a story of what he saw there, and 
I would write the main story from the 
stand. 

With the race on, the American colts 
raced closely together, and as they swept 
into the back stretch, Frank climbed 
under the track fence to avoid the 
crowd. He looked up just in time to 
see the invader coming out of the dust 
200 yards back of the fi@id. A masterly 
fadeaway under the fence saved my fel- 
low worker. If that colt could have run 
in 2:47 instead of 2:48%4, there probdabiy 
never would have been any daily “ form ” 
which in later years netted its owner a 
fortune. 

I have wondered many times since 
what induced the shipment all the way 
from Bngland of a colt that could not 
beat the commonest selling plater at 
Washington park over a mile and one- 
half route.
